It woidd, therefore, be best for 
labor, industry and the public to 
have ibis question settled by Ibe 
eourts as rnpidly as possible to 
clear uy> tlie current t-out rover sy 
ami nnecrlainty.

Power Program Set 
In Puerto Rico 

hi Puerto Rico, where lack of cheap 
p4iwer has been a major drawback to 
industrial growth, a great program of 
hydro-electric power expansion in un- 
der way. By early 1949, approx- 
imately -lUO.OOOtOOu kilowatt hours a 
year will l>e available. 

Chief unit in the system is the 
Caonillas DanHj now being completed 
on the Caonillas River in the moun- 
tains half way betw*uen Arccil>o and 
Ponce, lit a cost of $10,000*000, 

Thu IB existing power installations, 
including those under construction, 
are bel levied capable of meeting pres- 
ent ruf)utrements but Antonio Luchet* 
ti, executive direct^w of tlic Water 
Resources Authority, estimates that 
the demand will increase by 60*000*000 
kilowatt liours a year* On that basis, 
the authority is making preparations 
for an eventual capacity of 700*000,000 
kilowatt hours a year by 1970. 

The power expan skin program is 
expected to dra\v many new industries 
from the L'^nited States. Puerto Rico 
previously was dependent largely on 
till, Ijtuughi in from Trinidad at $2.2S 
to $2*76 a l>arrel, for power* 

Caontllas Dam is more than 230 
feet high* Prom the northern end of 
the reservoir, a tunnel 8,600 feet long 
is lieing completed through the moun- 
tains to give a 650-foot drop to the 
power plant now being equipped near 
the head of Dos Bocas Lake. The 
new powder plant wnll have two gen- 


erating units* each with 10.000 kva 
capacity, Caonillas reservoir will 
have a water capacity of 60,000 acre 
feet Chief engineer of the project is 
Carl A. Bock, who has worked with 
TVA and other w^ati‘r-contro! opera- 
tions in the States. 

Local 6 Calls for 
Cily-Owncd Power 

A resolution of Local No. fi, San 
Francisco, calling for immediate steps 
by the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco toward acquiring a city-owned 
and operated electric distribution sys- 
tem* has received the full support of 
A* F. of L. organised labor in that 
city* San Francisco is now served 
by the Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, a private utility which has 
lieen criticized for not anticipating the 
severe [lower shortage in Northern 
California. 

Labor's program calls for the con- 
stnjctkm of a dam and twu power 
houses, H high voltago transmission 
line into San Franciaco, and a high 
voltage step-down station and standby 
plant 

“‘March of events has again demon- 
strated the need for more sources of 
electric po'wer and the needs of the 
state and our city in the matter of 
electrical energy have been amply 
dramatized in recent months,'^ says 
Local 6*8 resolution* which has been 
adopted by the San Francisco T.abor 
Council, Building Trades Council and 
Metal Trades Council, 


Sherman Slaleiiieiil 
On Wage-Hour Law 

Many hundreds of thousands of 
workers w^ho have been receiving the 
protection of the Wage an<i Hour Law 
for the last decade will have this pro- 
tection taken away from them if the 
Ball Bill (S. 2386) is enacted into 
law, Louis Sherman, general counsel 
of the 1. B* E. W*, said in a lengthy 
statement made lief ore the Senaie 
Committee on Labor and Public Wel- 
fare in Washington on April 30. 

Instead of rbfiucing the coverage 
olfered by the Wage aotl Hour La%v, 
ctm.H I deration ahould Ih^ given to ex- 
tending it, Mr, Sherman told the com- 
mittee, Principal poinU he made at 
the hearing were as foiUnva: 

Thu minimum wage propoacd in the 
Ball Bill Ih inadequate. It would estah- 
iish a tK)-cent minimum wage which 
could l>e reduced to 50 cents by indus- 
try c«^mmittee procedure* The provi- 
siems in the bill authorizing lncrea*He 
to 70 cents may prove quite illusory 
tiecause procedural difficulties place 
almost insuperable obstndes in the 
way of reaching the 70-cent minimum 
wage level* 

1’he 75-cent minimum wage urged 
by labor is a modest proposal which 
can he put into elTect easily and with 
safety. The direct cost of ratBing the 
legal minimum to 75 cente will lie less 
than 1 per cent, according to figures 
rompil€d by the Administrator of the 
Wage and Hour Division. 

The portions of the Ball Bill which 
further the objectives of the Wage und 
Hour Law are vastly outweigliud liy 
the portions of the bill which frustrate 
the accomplishment of those objectives. 

Tacoma Cilv Willi 
Clieapesl Eleclricily 

Of the 204 U* S. cities of 60,000 
population or more* Tacoma, Wash., 
has the cheapest electricity. As of 
January 1, users of 250 kilowatt-hours 
in that city paid $3*20. At the other 
end of the scale is Boston, 'where users 
paid $9.61 for the same amount of 
electricity* 

The four next-lowest chargcfs for 
250 kilowatt-hours were made in 
Spokane* Wash., $4,3H; IJumln* Nehr* 
(pulilicly owned utility), $4.40; Glen- 
dale* Calif, (publicly owned), $4.50; 
Topeka* Kans.* $4,63. 

The six next-highest charges for 250 
kilowatt’hours were made in the New 
England cities of Lawrence, Mass*, 
$9.23; Lowell. Mass,* $9.16; Fall 
River, Mass,* and Providence* R. L, 
$8.85; and Malden* Mass.* $8.72. 

Lowest bill for 25 kilo watt-hours 
was found at Lansing, Mich,* 70 
cimts.

Field 
was a man of restless energy who, 
having aprmnidateil a fortune at 
(he age of '15, was in a snseeptible 
frame of mini! to discuas the sub- 
jeet of a transatlanlie eable when 
he was intfodueed in New York to 
Fnnlerie N. fiishorne. an English 
engineer, who had worked on the 
earlier, simpler undertaking of lay- 
ing a submarine eable aeross the 
Engimh PhanneL 
At the time of their meeting, in 
1854, surface telegraph in America 
already extended from New York 
to Newfoundland, and in Britain 
from London to the western shores 
of Ireland. To link the two sys- 


tems would require about 2,000 
miles of cable. 

Tiiough the subject mat ter cuv- 
ered by Gisborne and Field at their 
tirst meeting is not recortlccl, Fitdd 
apparently .sparked instHidam^im.sly 
to tlie pn’iject and began lining up 
prmpecTivc investors. Two years 
later he visitcil Bnghmd and joineil 
forces with Bright and his English 
assoeiates *‘wlth tlie vii'W atid for 
the purpose of forming a company 
for establishing a working tele* 
graphic ccimiuimieatkm bctwciui 
Newfoimdland ami Irelaml, to he 
called the Atlantitj Telegnipb Pom- 
pany. . .

Bright, who been me enginccr-im 
chief of the j»rojeet and was 
knighted for liis labors, in hn iking 
back years later on the eng ij icering 
problems posi^d by the project, 
sii m me g1 t he m up ns f o 1 1 o ws ! 

Apart from Mn* engineering diffl- 
^■ulties entailed by this . . , vast 


distance and depth, the question 
was then undetermined as to the 
possibility of conveying electric 
currents through such a lengtli in 
an uiibrokert eircuit, and at a speed 
that wcmlil enable messages to be 
passfHl quickly enough in sueeeg- 
sitiii to be remunerative^’ 

Cable Problem 

As fur tfie projected route of tlie 
eable, soundings taken by the Brit- 
ish ainl r, S. navies showed that 
it woitlil extend aeross a gently uu- 
ilulating plateau of great breadth, 
varyiiig in depth from IJOO to 
2.400 fathoms. 

After it wm chartered, the com- 
pany hegan miitiing extensive ex- 
periments with various types of 
(-able, fijifdly selecting one consist- 
ing of ** seven No. 22 copper wires, 
insulated with three coatings of 
gutta-percha, sheathed ^y\th 18 
stniiuls. each eoutiiining 7 iron 
wdrcfi. The entire cable, mami- 
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fact u red in England, waa paNHi d 
through u mixture of tar, pitcfi and 
linseed oil* Its weight in air was 
one tem per nautical mile. Bright 'w 
associates regarded this cable as 
a paragon of strength and dtiriiliib 
itr, bnt Bright limiself was skepti- 
ral. 

Botfi I in* British and Aiiierieaii 
goverjuiu’iils canouraged iho proj- 
ect, Britain niaUe a guanuitee of 
£1^,000 per amnim during the 
working of the cable and promised 
vessels to assist in laving it. The 
U. S. made no tmancial guarantee 
but did promise vessels. Originat 
capitalization of the eompatiy was 
£3r>(h()()0 (about $1,750,000), raiseil 
by seiliug .-150 ordinary sharcH of 
£1,000 eaelu Field and J* W, Brett, 
an Englishman, with 25 shares 
each, became the largest individual 
stockholders. 

Series of Failures 

Wiien the cable was manufac- 
tured ill the amazingly short linic 
of four months, the optimism of 
the investors reached its peak. Then 
there began a series of misad- 
ventures tliat would have com- 
pletely discouraged ordinary men, 
but wtiich nnly succeeded in spur- 
ring on Field and Bright, who had 
the driving compulsion of zcalot-s 
dedicaferl in a cause. 

Ill August, 1857, the frigate 
Xhifara, tlie IT, K, Navy’s finest 
vesseb ami the British II. M. 8, A//u- 
wfcninon sailed from Valencia^ Ire- 
land, bound for Trinity Bay, New- 
foumllamL On tlie fourth day ouf.

After losing 300 miles of cable, 
ten months passed before the At- 
lantic Telegraph Company was able 
to undertake a second attempt. 
This, too, resulted in a break and 
a further costly loss of cable, in- 
terest of Uie general public in the 
project began to wane. 

Success ! 

The third attempt was siiccess- 
fuL On July 17, 1858, the Aga- 
memnon and the Niagara again 
headed out to sea, each ship carry- 
ing approximately half the length 
of the cable. At the half-way |>oint 
between Newfoundland and Ire- 
land, the ships hove to and spliced 
tlie cable* The then 

iietidcd for Ireland; tlie Niagara 
for Newfoundland. The American 
ship was the first to reach its desti- 
nation ami the mnow arrived 

at port a few days later. On Au- 
gust 5, people on both wides of the 
Atlantic within range of daily 
newspapers were exclaiming at the 
remurkublc news. In two of the 
first iiiessiiges flashed over the slen- 
der link between the Old World 
and the New, President Buchanaii 
and Queen Victoria exchanged 
greetings, 

In England, Rriglit was knighted 
at the age of 26. Field, then 39, 
received ovations wherever he went 
and salvoe.s of artillery wore fired 
in his honor* A torehlight pro- 
cession in New York eau.sed the 
Town ITall to be set on fire. 

But after only a few days’ oper- 
ation, the cable’s signals began to 
diminish in strength. In 20 daj"s* 
the line was dead* While the exact 
cause was never determined, it was 
the eonsensiis that use of induction 
coils, yielding about 2,000 volts, had 
destroyed the iiisulatjoii. Failure 
of the cable, however, did not 
diminish the stature of Field and 
Bright, who had demonstrated that 
it was only a matter of time before 
permanent success became aRSured. 

The feat of laying the cable in- 
spired eousidcrable literary output, 
inelnding an eight-stanza poem by 
an anonymous author in 7'he firit- 
ish Workman. One of the stanzas 
follows :

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Adequate Wiring 

Five years ago ths Stale of Washington^ by gover- 
nor's proelainatioiij set aside an Eleetrical Safety 
Week* Tills year’s observanee, which extended from 
April 25 Lii May 1, received customary support from 
the Electric Club of Washington, coniposetl of persons 
connected with the electrical industry* Members of 
our own lioeal 4G are well represented and highly 
regarded among this group. 

Electru!al Safety Week stresses the importance of 
adequate wiring as a measure to recluae fire hazards. 
The mitimml fire loss in 1947 lias been estimated at 
*tfi02,H;i5,000, and the second leading cause is attrib- 
uted to defective wiring ami abuKe given to appli- 
imcm Over-Ic»aded eireuita, miaiithorized wiring in- 
stallations, the use of substandard wiring and equip- 
ment, fuses, cords and appliances^ contribute to the 
destruetion of life and property. 

The Imge backlog of electrical appliances so 
urgently needed and which mamifactTircrs arc moving 
rapidly into trade channels, finds many inadequately 
wired homes unable to use them because of lack of 
capacity. 

**An inadequately wired home can be likened to 
a person on a strict diet who can only gaze upon food 
he cannot eat/' says Capt. Stephen E. Sanislo, of the 
Seattle Fire Department, and state cliairman, Elec- 
trical Safety Week, “It is the largest educational 
job ever to face the electrical industry as well as or- 
ganizations interested in safety.” 

The captain has hit tlie nail on the head. And if 
one state can snecessfully impress its citizens annually 
witli the ifnportance of electrical safety, there is every 
good reason in the world for making Electrical Safety 
Week a nation-wide observance. 


Power Requirements 

President Truman has met with three advisers and 
asked them lo make an estimate of the extra electric 
power necessary to meet defense needs of the TInited 
States. One of tlie facts that eamc out of tlie con- 
ference is that the Tennessee Valley Authority is not 
the limitles.s source of power that the general public 
believes it to be, Gordon Clapp, chairman of the TVA. 
Ha\^ he is deeply concerned about the power situation 
in the valley. Power consumption there is now 
liigher than at any time during the war. 

As is well known, power generated by the TVA 


turns tlie wheels at super-secret Oak Ridge, and dur- 
ing the war it also served many other vital imtalla- 
tions, De.spite its outstanding record, there are thrmt 
in Congress who would, at this critical timcT curb and 
restrain the activities of the authority. The men at- 
tempting to promote these curbs are those who have 
fought TVA throughout its history. Little can be 
said of their foresight, which is apparently nil when 
it comes to visualizing the country’s power require- 
ments, Their hindsight, too, is singularly dim. Many 
sincere advocates of the free enterprise system, in their 
studies of the TVA’s role in rmr economy, had their 
honest doubtjt about its efScacy. But when they saw 
that TVA accomplished a job that it alone could 
accomplish, they came around to the view that its role 
was vital As much cannot be said for the Congres- 
sional spokesmen for the private power interests who, 
willy-tiilly, pursue their course of reekIcMH obstruc- 
tion ism. 


No Housing Shortage ? 

Like the queen who, when informed her subjects 
Itad no broad, said “Let them eat cake,” the remark 
of the real estate lobbyist to the eifeet that there is no 
housing shortage is also likely to pass into history as 
a supreme example of callous stupidily. 

The record in nearly all areas show’s that the need 
for housing is increasing instead of diminisliiug. In 
Kew York City, for example, nearly 91,000 apjdica- 
tions have been filed in the past five months for low- 
rent apartments, Applicatioas are still pouring in 
at tlie New York City Housing Authority at the rate 
of more than 10,000 a month. Seventy-four per cent 
are from veterans who are in acute need of homes.

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them, except to nmJtjply them a Uiousand-fold to get 
a picture of the huiuting situatioa nationally. 

Though there is a Ixjom in home construction^ it is 
a boom iii which only the comparatively well-to-do can 
participate. Jt can also be said that many of these 
new houses, selling for high prices, will be millstones 
around their owners’ necks for the rest of their liv^. 

Congressional passage of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
Bill offers the only way out of the bousing dilemma in 
which millions find themselves. It will take consistent 
public procure on the Benate Banking and t'nrrency 
(^mimitlee, however, to gel the bill released from its 
present pigeonhole. The effective way to apply this 
pressure is to urge your congressman to get the bill 
relcaseti by the coramitteo. 


Monopoly. Still Here 

Monopoly, which some tiim>ceiit citbems think has 
been on the wane since the days of Teildy Roosevelt 
and the Sherman Anti-Trust Act, is still very miieb 
with m. In fact, judging by the records of the De- 
partment of Justice, monopoly is now more entrenched 
and more powerful than it ever was in the ilavs of 

In the roster of the 1,132 corporatioiiB now under 
iudJctiueni on elinrges of violatmg the anti-trust 
laws arc names wbieli generally enjoy good repute 
among the IL S. public. Of course, these firms should 
not be judged guilty before they are convicted. And 
as it stands, there m little likelihood that more than 
a few* of them mil be convicted. This is not because 
tlie Just ICC Department lacks material on which to 
haKt^ .miilK; it is hccause it lai*ks personuel. One of the 
most vital surgical jobs limt could be done to our 
economy — that of exposing and laying bare the real 
exttmt to wliieh monopnly extracts its toll from all uf 
us — IS stymied because the anti- trust division of the 
Justice Department is denied funds to niiflertake the 
operation. 


Adulterated Food 

The a 11 mi ill report; of the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration has some pertinent tiuiigs to say about adul- 
terated food. After listing scores of cases that were 
unearthed during 1347, the administration observes: 

* * linf ortiinately for the welfare of the consuming pub- 
lic, the incentive to perpetrate economic cheats is 
strongest when food is in short supply and prices are 
high. While such violations are motivated by a desire 
to profit illegally at the expense of the purchaser, 
these firactices frequently damage more than his 
poeketb(>ok. HigJi prices are a severe strain on the 
food budgets of a large portion of the population. 
When foml money is spent for water, as is the case 
Avhen butter is below the legal fat content or fruit 
beverages are deficienf iu fruit, the victims are de- 
prived of essential nutritive elements. When I hey pay 
prevailing prices for gemiinc fcjods and receive imi- 
tations or substandard pnalucts which they could 


have purchased at much lower prices under honest 
labeling, the food budget again suffers, even though 
the misbranded product is wholesome.^' 

The report adtis that these violations are not con- 
doneil by legitimate business, “which finds in them an 
abortive attempt to undermine honest merchandise. 
The wornt offenders arc often fiy -by-night coiieems 
using typical bootleg tactics to distribute violative 
merchandise, * * 

Another revealing thing about the report is that the 
lioys in the phony medicine racket continue to thrive 
on human gullibility. More conservatively, the report 
phrases it as follows; **Misrepreseuiatian of medicines 
as panaceas for serious disease conditions wits more 
blatant in the old days, but the practice has not been 
completely abaudoned. The credulous pnrclmscr now^ 
seltlom linds a serious disease he is seeking to cure 
listml openly on the bottle label. Those who pei*siat in 
selling their nostrums by means of misleadbig claims 
have resorted to circulars, frequently added to the 
package only after it has reached the dealers’ shelves, 
and to oral misrepresent fit ion.s of the curative pruper- 
ticB of tlie compound.'’ 

By imposing heavy fines on the purveyors of adiib 
t era ted food, the Pood and Drug Administration has 
prevented these racketeers from gaming entrenched 
positions in the food industry. It has been less suc- 
cessful in dealing with the sellers of misbranded medi- 
cines who are in a game m old as the history of 
mankind.

Army's Discussion of Labor 
Found No More Than Fair 

tj, V. S* NEW VlillK, N. Y. — In an effort 
to give the Brother members an insight 
into some of I he devious melboda used 
by some of the members of Congress to 
discredit orgauixed lalmr we give you a 
r^aum^ of an arlide in a local new.'jpaper. 

It appears that I be U. B. Army baa 
nn educatfonai program for tnwps which 
includes ’‘talks'* on vnrloiit subjects. One 
of these, "ArmtHl Forces Talk 220" deals 
with organ ixed In bar in the U.S.A.^ Be- 
caUKC (his *'lrtlk" gives labor credit for 
its uecomplisbnicnl.'t and doeatiT cm* 
phosixe the short comings enough* four 
CoTigri'sunien* members of a iiibcommit- 
fi*e and rill from the Midrile WcNt, are 
trying to prove it aukversive and to 
prevent the Army from issuing any fn* 
lure “talks" timt are compUmentary to 
Inlsir. 

They will have a tough job pinning 
n diBloyalty charge on the man resiHin- 
ttihlc for these “talks" for, to quote from 
the newspaper "The Troop Tnfortnation 
and Education Division is beaded by 
Brigadier General 0. T. l*anbam, who 


is a West Pointer and fought from the 
Nomatidy beachhead across Euroi>e to 
the juncture with the RuaaiauR. He 
drips with service ribbons and deco ra- 
tions and doesn’t at all look like the 
cartoons of u Red." 

In spite of this they are still trying. 
The four Congressmen nsnicd as mem- 
ijcrs of this subcommittee are: Repre- 
sentative Clare HoUmnn of MJehigan* 
Representative Forrest A. UarncHs of 
Iiidiauu* Rep re^seuta live Walter IT, Judil 
of Miuiiesola and Representative Wint 
Smith of Kansas. 

Due of the f^taLriiifhts to wbicti they 
take exemption, again quoting from the 
newspaper is, **Etnp|oyes join unions 
because in nnioiis they have more 
strength than any of ihem possess as 
individuals." The committee did not 
think a section dealing with abuses in 
unions was "strong enough." Buppo.se 
3 'ou do some thinking, too. 

Those of you that arc alUt indlned 
to believe that the Tnft-HurUey Act is 
"LahoFs Bill of Rights” should* If you 
read anything except the sporting tiewH, 
be becoming somewhat enlightened us to 
its iniquity* when you rend and hear 
of the many iniunctioiis agalunt labor 
organizations* most of them obtained by 
employers without too much trouble or 
red tape. 

This writer has no particular love for 
John L, Lewis or for his way of doing 
business. We know he Is not well 
thought of by many members of orgnnlzed 
labor* but bow many of ug know any- 
thing about lus opposite for the opera- 
tors, Mr. Ezra Van Horn? One reads 
or hears little about bim, especially no 
criticism. It is therefore mirprising and 
refreshing when a conservative news- 
paper* The New Fork ilcrafd Tribune, 
editorializes as follows: "Let ua admit 
that Mr. Van Horn* and the operators 
behind bim, may be within their rights 
in throwing this eleventh hour monkey 
wrench into the machinery (the suit 
to i:pset the pension agreement that 
ended the Htrike). But it romes with 
poor grace from one who during the 
months of controversy over miners' ptut- 
siona* hns made not one constructive 
proposal to settle the Imne^ who ha« 
contented himi^lf throughout with a 
negative oppoaition to the proposals of 
others. The whole situation would he 
improved were he to resign In favor of 
a trustee who* however loyal to the 
interests of the operators* showed some 
sense of cooperation.” 

The moral? Check everything you 
hear or read that is derogative to laljor 
or a labor official* before you accept It 
as truth.

N. y.— nemember 
t\w old bar room signs that used to hang 
over the inirrorH long ago? There is one 
that I remember especially. It was: 
“Since man to man la ho unjust, we do 
not know whom we may tnist.“ 

TTiat goes for politics too, in our local, 
afnte and nnrional afTalra. Our wrong 
vote or failure to vote, means hanlshlp 
to the working man, believe it or not. 
Our role may mean working for wages, 
or relief, If there ia relief. 

In two nrtieles. Cfmriea A. ISIcNett. 
head of the county delegation to the Re- 


publican cMnvciition, and f'liarb'S J. 
Hofgu, head of the tNiunty ddegatjou lo 
the Democrutic cmnventitm, urgeil ilia 
people to support their particular party 
by reference to their foreign policies. 
Neither one mentioned labor in any way. 
and just harely mentioned our ilnmestic 
problem*. 

Mr. M'*Nett contend.^, and 1 i|indc In 
IfHri, “Fi»r nearly 1(» years Amcneun ccir 
numic ami social systems have been 
shocked and jarred by the couHlnnt tarn- 
(icring witli. and nltcmpts to change, the 
fniidammitals of our Kepnhlican btrm nC 
governmeat. There is no sense of clireid lon 
or pnrmaupuce in our foreign afTairs.*' 

.Mr. ITogim conlenrls and I qutdc In 
part, “llepubltcana say they should Ih* 
entrustfsl with control of the government 
nt this time because President Truman'u 
(toUcica have foiled. 

“But In view of the fact that Republb 
cans cfintrolling Congress have 1 ms t» 
forced by Araericnn public opinion and Ihe 
lifelatcs of their own hearts and minds to 
KUpport the major Truman policies, that 
argument is funny, 

“T think the opinion is quite genernlty 
held that if we could get ffirelgn relatioitb 
on a satisfactory basis — -wliicli of i'ouri«» 
means checking the advance of Russian 
communiHin. fbua assuring gencrRlions of 
peace — our domestic problems could he 
ironed out wittiout too much dilTicalty.'* 

Syracuse, whose lOllth birthday we are 
I'clebrnting thin year, was a very Impor- 
taut political eeiiter in New York Stnte 
Becauue of its central location and active 
politicians, it drew- other politicians and 
[lolltlcal eonventiona as if by magnetic 
power. 

M'hen Harvey Baldwin, Syracuse’s tirst 
mayor made his “hanging ganlen” speech 
in w^hich he pmlicted a city of KMMkMl 
population* wide afreets, fine homes lenib 


ing all the way up the bilU, which were 
Ntill fnrma, and tall buUdings. the cLti- 
steiih grecteil bis predictions w‘ith dertHion, 
but be was electcf] mayor. 

Whether Mr. B.aldwin was really far* 
lighted or was only making a political 
speech, hia predictions have not only come 
Into being, they have been exceeded. 

nf an estimated 22.1,000 people in 
Syrueuee, Of ,000 of them work for weekly 
wagea. 

Ilonn^a Imvc been ami .still an* being 
Iniih; in all directions and thin In com- 
parlsim with the price of lumber today 
aii<] in 1B25 when Syraeuse was a village. 
Pine lumber ut the saw*mill sold for $*1 
per tbouimnd feet and hemlock for $2.fkl 
per fhoiwnnd feet 

Tall buildings we have, and there Is 
titill a hick in office spare, and we have 
iuduatrial buildings covering vast ureas, 
with expansion still going on. 

This, of course, all adds up to lalior 
cHpi*cIally ill the building trade ami utllb 
tics of which wc of the 1. B. K. \\\ are a 
part. The question is how long will this 
hold up? Will politics change the situ- 
ittion? 

We rememlier that the Taft -flart ley 
T,aw w’as passeil hy a Congress elected hy 
a majority vote and failure to vote. Will 
there be otlier.s elected who will paws even 
more restrictive labor laws by your vote 
i»r fiilliirr to vote? 

Some of our members will vote the 
Htrnight party ticket because they always 
have, hut there is an old Chinese proverb 
wblch i» true, "’The dead ami foolish 
never change their Dptnion/’

The Tjcgotinled wage inereasea have 
not met w4th 10(J per cent satisfuellon 
among the nieuiberahip, Jinny ure of 
the dcfinilo optidon that they are luu 
Blithe lent to meet the incrensed costs of 
living, but there d<iea not apiienr to bi> 
mtieb that can he done nlnml tt. We arc 
being brouglit fiiee to face with the fad 
that the Taft-Hartky law H making It- 
self felt. 

TbU law bos been In effeci: some lUrk 
time nuw^ and our business agents Imve 
inld u« from time to time of if,** »nb- 
jmsatlng effect on labor but aside fmm 
tbit, do any of us individually know 
anythinf of the danuiging clauses and 
bare we made any effort to find out? I 
dare say that the j>ereentiige is very 
Kinnll. Dm do we have an opiKirtimiiy (o 
fiml mil nnlcas we exert ourselves a little 
on rearnreh? Seldom do any of tin* 
objectionable parts of the Jaw appear 
in print or on the radio but those parts 
which mimngement decides are hidpfnl 
to ua are sei'n mul beard regulnriy. 

Management has caused to be taken 
a io-ailied ih>U of utility workers which 
they clnlm Indicates the general oplt»*on 
that the law sliouhl not have heen passed* 
>i>l Ibt* iiplnious expressed on the 10 
provisions of the Jaw indicate a majority 
for approval of these provisions* What 
inconslstencieif. If the workers |hi11hI 
had tiwn tborougbly infortnefl on these 
provisions t wundcr if the piill would 
luive ticen the same* If this poll Is 
tinldnsed and true* which is doubtful, 
an itilvnsive cdm'aiioufll program sbouid 

be liisHtutcd and ct^nsiantly kept before 
the meml^rsbip to Infonn them on all 
the different feat urea of the law so that 
they wilt know why it Is a bad and 
dcHtructive tabor Inw* 

Soniellmc ago it was my privilege to 
a ttend a meeting of the Washington i^tnte 
Hlectfical Workers Asaocintion and n 
most interestitig meetitig it proved to 
In?* This nsaiwintioii, as other similar 
aKsoelationn, is compoaed of Business

Seen Heading for a Claeh 

L. V. 2i1n* DETKOIT* MICIL— It iiguin 
falls upon me to act qj the press si-c 
rcinry for the local. Different from 
irfoKt of ibe contributors I rend, I gei u 
certain pleaaure out of the op|n»rUmtt> 
to express my imprcBaion of problemw 
which WC, 05 Electrical Workers, fjice* 

The best uew's to appear in Che {inpers 
for a long, long time was the report 
that the non-operating crafts on the rnib 
roads have decided to demand a 40-hotir 
W'ci*k and other working improvements 
which may bring iis more dtisely In line 
with the standards of other menibeni of 
our BrotherhtKid* 1 am convinced that 
the industry will reeist tbU demand with 
all the force at its dls]>osjil* We must 
prove tliiU we are determiiuKl to advnne«' 
ibe economic position of railroad elec- 
trienl workers to again place fbem in 
the leadership of xlruerican labor, ii posi 
liun whid^ baa the re&peut of fudustry 
and the admiration of the labor move- 
ment* 

The whole picture of la bnr- manage- 
iviftnt rDtulloOB ia steadily moving toward 
11 sharp clash and ft Is more than likely 
that the show-down will come in a gov* 
ernmeut controlled industry where the 
workers cau be easily maneuvered Into 
a spot where they can be accused of nntl- 
government policies when they pursue 
their '‘program for advancement.” 

The Taft-FIartley Act and tlie "gov- 
ernment by injunction” now being used 
agnmst the Mine Workers Is an exampte 
of the vicious cha meter of the preKcnl 
antidabor policy of both the indiistrlalDts 
and their legislative lackies* 

The A. F* of L. has begun tlie long 
fight Uiat is necessary to n^tiirn to Its 
members the political rigbtj^ which tliey 
must have 1o use their organixeil 
strength for their own protection* LnlitiFs 
Educational and Political League must 
be built to such tremendous proportions 
that it will be able to strike n major 
blow against the enemies of bib^ir* We 
do not now have the time or the graas- 
root foundation to do more in the coming 
election* We must do all we can know- 
ing that before we halt our march Into 
the political arena we will see ii total 
victory for labor, 

1 want to challenge the wi^h- voters and 
the post -el ection-do pesters to get Into the 
fight to make the talmr ha 1 tola the 
greatest political swing Nlnce the Repub- 


licans were thrown out in 10112, for the 
future of American labor political action 
will probably 1 h& determined by those who 
do most to achieve ncces«e« in the preseni 
campaign. We van come out of the 
1948 election a much more unitetl 
electoral force with the organixatlotial 
structure that is readily developed Into 
a permaneally estfibliifbed labor iHiIlt- 
icul party.

Tt is Illy honest Jielief tbnt anyone 
connected with the labor movement that 
Votes for any Congressman or Senator 
who supported ibJs un-American imil 
i) 11 -Cons tituUouaJ piece of legislation is 
not selling but giving away his birth- 
right to the most unscrupulotis bunch 
from both parties that ever bandiHl lo- 
geiher to take away the American way 
of life from the working people. 

One of the sponsors* Senator Toft* 
claims in the press that it provides means 
that make it possible for lala>r unions 
to drive communists from their ranks. 
Nothing is furtlier from the truth* The 
only provision for expulsion from mem* 
hership provided by the bill is non*pny* 
ment of dues. Moiit of our memliers 
roalijee that this provision mnke.s it 
practically impossible to have dlaeipllne 
iiiidrr thifii condilioii. Surely working 
umliT the ‘Jcole. rnUing nu jobs, ett;., are 
far more serious offenses than non*pny- 
meut of dues. PeHiaps it would he well 
if this provision was forced on political 
organi seat Ions w'hieh ore surely unions. 
Hnw would Mr* Taft Itke this provision 
applied to iwlitica! unton.s, that Is, no 
matter if a Ropublieaii club memlier 
Mponsors Democrats or Communists — he 
CTiUid not be expelled from the Uepublican 
orKanixation or ony action taken against 
him ns long as he paid bia diirs. This 
nnd other things that have come lo the 
uU(*iitiuu of Uio public mtiki's it appear 
that Mr* Taft Is cither grossly ignorant 
of I he conlenU of the bill or a Machtavel* 
lian politician. 

Once more let no union man give any 
legislator who supported this bill nnd is 
still for it, a vote even if It means not 
voting for the office involved at all* 

The state aasncintlon here Is putting 
Oft a bang-up campaign against those who 
favor the act. However tn some sections 
this might not he enough to offset the 
years of organised poRticat e.ffort here.

Canadian Employers Hire 
Economist to Square Them

The employers weni m ih« University 
of Toronto tmd hired an rH-onomlst to 
draw up n set of figureH sliowinf what 
the inerea&e in the cost of Living has been 
and what tnrrenKcs in wages have been 
grtiue<l since IPitH. The year lt#39 was 
chosen because the Dominion Biircnii of 
Statistics has used that year for compar* 
ing cost of living inereanes and states tile 
cost of living now stands 50 per eimt 
aiiovf wimt it was in 10^0. This wms 
the infurmutitin given to tba employers 
by the eeonouiiKt, and as far as can he 
ieamctl that is all Llie informal bn he did 
give them. The emphiyers should know 
whether Uieir money wiks w'cll s|>ent or 
not, but this same information is pub* 
lished periodiimlly, and eaii he had for 
the price of a new»pat»er. 

However the employers have agreed 
among themselves to offer the omidnyes 
wages eunivalent to 50 per rent mi^re than 
iSUiS) wages, plus a further 15 per cent 
increase over 131*10 wagea to compeiisate 
for any cost of living increaKes in the 
next 12 moiithst making a Iota! of 05 per 
cent above the 11139 level of wages. This 
amounts to freezing our living standards 
ut tile 1939 level which wus a d«pies»tuii 
year and it not a very good year from 
lobor'a viewpaint to take as an example 
,i>f desirable living standards. 

Several trades have already been re- 
ceiving wages equivalent to 05 i>er cent 
nmre than their 1939 wages, and they 
have not been offered any IncreJise, while 
others have lieen offered only n few cents, 
while still others have been offered wage 
increases that are aatlsfaetory to them 
and have accepted these offers. The 
Bricklayers have asked for a IMJ-cent in- 
crease and have bi*en offered only 5 cents, 
and it Is exfiected they will be going out 
on strike on May 1 when their lieree- 
mont terminatea. The Blastercrs have 
ashed for a 20-cent Incrifase and have been 
offered nothing, and have licen on strike 
Kiueo April 1. l^ie lailhers asked 21) 
cents and have been offererl no increase 
and ha%'c been on strike since April 21. 
These Btrikea may last indefinitely ns 
both Bides seem to be delermiited not to 
give in, imd It will cventuatly affect other 
trades, S4I that we expect to have an out* 
of -work list for a while, soiucthiiig that 
we have not Imd for several years. 

Tiicre are some who believe there 
shonbl lie a general strike in sympathy 
wdth these trades who are in dlfneuUies, 
but there is Utile ehance of that. Early 
this year the Building Trades Council 
called a specisl smumomMl meet tug to 
discuss tlie fiosslhlHty of setting wage 
increases for airdinted trades and taking 
joint action in negotiating these increases 
and with the idea of all trades supporting 
each other in these demandi!. The meet- 
ing turned out to he a Unp, an some of 
the Iradea were so little interested that 


tliey would not even bother to send rep- 
rosentatives to this meeting, and it 
seemed that tile ones that ihongbt they 
could do better by going It nlonc were 
against any cooperative action, while the 
onea who might henefft most were natiir* 
ally alt for it. Anyway nothing came 
of it and now it seems that those who 
wore wiUlng to ctsoporate have made 
satisfactory settlements with their cm* 
ployers, and the ones w ho declined lo take 
iXH>pcraUvc action are having difheultieH 
and are now wanting to know what the 
other trades will do to help them settle 
their disputes. 

It Is not reasouable to ask a trade 
lhai bus BcUhsI ila own imiibh^ uiJiiidird, 
to come out on strike to support a trade 
that previouaiy refujWMl to take coopera- 
tive action, All trades are agreed, bow* 
ever, not to work on any job where non 
union tradesmen are hrought in Vo re- 
place striking union men, nor will they 
work on any job 'where tndcouts are in- 
stituted by the employers against any 
parUcutnr trade. The Building Trades 
Council ha« decideti to hire the serviees 
of an expert on economy to ahow why 
the building trades are justified in ask- 
ing for substantial increases, bused upon 
the riBing cost of living. The Idea of 
that Is to counteract the ehiltns made hy 
the emptojera hase«l on advice given to 
them hy the economist tltey hired, and it 
ia not the intention of the organlsRcd 
trades to freese living alnndnrds to any 
atandarda set in previous yeani, hut to 
improve the livhig standards of membera 
whenever possible, and that is why we 
are organhseef, and not to tie our wage* 
ro figures set by a government bureau, 
whole figures are usually based on bare 
existence levels. 

As was generally expected the Con- 
servative government of Ontarfo is going 
to have an election and the date la aet 
for June 7, J948, and It Is almost certain 
lluit the Conservatives will go back In, 
probably stronger than ever, even though 


they have done nothing. That b a mi^- 
statement though, as they have flooded 
the city of Toronto with immigrants most 
of whom seem to he eleatrieians. hut have 
done nothmg about relieving the housing 
shortage, 'which ims been very acute for 
Hevernl years and which they promised to 
rectify during the last election campaign, 
and they have sold more liquor and beer 
for the distil] era and brewers than ivns 
ever thought pos-sible. So it »a hardly 
fair to say they have done nothing, 1 
know ihW in going to irk our wealthy 
Conservative members of the local union 
when Uiey read this, but It is not written 
w'itli the Intention of infiuencing anyone 
lo rule uguiuKt llie C<j user va Uvea (or for 
them), as 1 am well aware that tills will 
not be delivered to otir members until 
after June 7, and by that time the elec- 
tion will be over and Mr, Drew will be 
free to acU more liquor and beer and to 
further his plans for becoming the leader 
of the Federal Conser^'ative Party, so 
I here Is no rensfin for the sforemenHoued 
wealthy Conservative members of the 
local union to be ofFended.

New aticmi>ts to lay improved 
cable were delayed by the Civil 
War, but on duly 23, the 

Great Eastern, largest ship of the 
day ami the only one afloat capable 
of carrying the 20,000 tons of cable 
necessary to link Nevvfmiiulbiml to 
Ireland, set forth on her first 
cable-laying assi g n me n t , With 
about 1,200 miles laid, the paying* 
out gear on the stern smldenly 
failed and the cable was severed. 
It was a moment that truly tried 
tlie souls of the engineers abnanl. 

A year later, ivith new cable ami 
improved apparatus for its han- 
dling. the Great Eastern again 
sailed for Trinity Ba3% New-found- 
land It successfully completed its 
voj'age in two wrecks and from tiiat 
day to this America and Europe 
have remained nuked under water. 
Ill passing, it may be noted that the 
first effort of the Great Easterti was 
not a total bjss, (ini(>tdiim 
was developed which siiccceiletl in 
n'covering tlie L200 miles of lost 
rable. The laying of it was sue- 
ceissfully completed and it became 
the second transatlantic cable. 

With its early trials and ern»rs 
over, cable-laying lH*canie a mon* or 
less routine matter. Today, about 
400.000 nautical milt's of cable link 
all continents. There have bten 
longer, more massive cables laid 
since the one of 1858, but none has 
inspired the feelings of awe and 
w'onder oeeasioned by the first; slen- 
der strand which linked America 
and England. 


Marked Increase in 
Llililies Keveniies 

Electric operating revenues of the 
larger privately-owned electric utili- 
ties in the United States amounted to 
$3,689,^94,000 in 1947 compared to 
$3,292,096,000 in 1940. according to 
figurea released reomtly by the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, The increase 
was largely offset by increased com- 
bined operating expenses, taxes and 
depreciation charges which totaled 
$2,925,829,000 in 1947 as against $2,- 
029,009,000 in 1946. 

Oiierating revenues of natural gas 
companies reporting to the Commis- 
sion amounted to $603,378,000 in 1947, 
an increafce of 10*1 per cant over the 
$671,145,000 received in 1946. 


Power Seen Crucial 
Factor in llie ERP 

Because industrial expansion of the 
countries benefiting from the Eur- 
opean Recovery Program (ERP) can 
only proceed as fast as the supply 
of power permits, some observers see 
the $300,000,000 allotted to power 
expansion in Europe as the crucial 
factor in the success of the whole 
program* The $300,000,000 is in- 
duded in the $5,300,000,000 allotted 
to ERP for its first year of. operation. 
Under the program, half a bniion 
doUara* worth of generating equip- 
ment is scheduled to be shipped to 
the sixteen nations and western Ger- 
many in the next five ycar,s. 

The question has been raised in 
some circles as to whether this 
quantity of electrical equipment can 
be shipped to Europe without hinder- 
ing the S. $6,000,000,000 power- 
expanaion program, A writer in the 
New York Times says: "Some utility 
analysts have gone so far as to say 
that it will be ten years or more before 
we can hope to furnish Europe with 
generating equipment. They contend 
that their argument for domestic 
attention first is not purely selfish; 
rather, they say, we can help Europe 
only after we have met our own 
power demands." 

Of all the countries whose generat- 
ing equipment ivas damaged by w’ar 
action. Italy fared the w'orsL Hydro 
sources were utilized for about 94 
per cent of the powder generated prior 
to World War II. As the occupying 
Germans retreated up the peninsula, 
they irrecked many generating sta- 
tions and transmission lines. The 
Netherlands also suffered heavOy, 
sustaining a power break-down of 
about 80 per cent due to Germany's 
attacks on the generating stations*

A new magnetic iiuid dutch, 

control kftJ by small iiniaunts of 
electric power and diaraeterisied by 
higrh elBeieiicy, smooth operation, long 
life, and «implidty of c^mstniction has 
l>eeii invented by Jacob Kahinow of 
the National Bureau of Standards. 

The novelty of the cluteh it based on 
the discovery by Mr. Rabinow that 

the frictional foreea between solid 

surfaces and certain types of fluid 

media can be controlled by the applica- 
tion of magnetic fields. 

The simplest magnetic fluid clutch 
ia made up of 3 elements — a driving 
shaft with a plate at its end, a driven 
shaft and plate, and nterally millions 
of fine iron particles, suspended in oil, 
packed between the inner surfaces of 
the two plates. Other than these 
particles in oil, there are no connec- 
tions lietween the driving and driven 
elementa of the system.

The newly discovered elTect is ap- 
plied to dutch operation in the fol- 
lowing manner: When the space be- 
tween tw-o parallel magnetic plates is 
fUled with Andy divided magnetic 
particles such as iron dust, and a 
magnetic field is establtshcd between 
the two plates, the magnetic particles 
form chains which bind the two plates 
together as tightly as if they were 
held together with strong spring 
damps. 


Vihratliin Eliminated 

Operation of the dutch is charac- 
terized by extreme smoothness anti 
absence of “chatter.'* In the ordinary 
dry-friction dutch there is usually 
a large difference between the mag- 
nitude of static and kinetic frictional 
forces. This effect gives rise to a na- 
tural tendency to “chatter” somewhat 
like the vibration of a violin string 
when a bow is drawn across it In 
the magnetic fluid dutch, the locking 
force is practically constant, and the 
lK»nd between the two plates is a func- 
tion of the gradual increase of mag- 
netic field, electrically controlled. Be- 
cause the relation between the amount 
of magnetization and the bond be- 
tween the plates is linear, and in- 
dependent of speed, there is no point 
at which the dutch suddenly tightens 
up to produce a jerk. Another factor 
is that when the dutch is fully en- 
gaged, and the load applied is not 
greater than that for whteh it Is 
designed, slippage is completely elim- 
inatedt affording a mechanism that is 
100 per cent efficient. Smoothness 
and elfidency are also characteristic 
of similar electro-magnetic brakes. 

Application to Auton 

A major advantage of the magnetic 
fluid dutch — ^in addition to simplicity 
of construction, smoothness and case 
of control, and 100 per cent efficiency 
when locked — is that wear is prac- 
tically non-existent All of the vrork- 
ing surfaces are bathed in oil and 
such small amounts of wear as might 
occur would simply add to the supply 
of iron particles. 

Perhaps the most obvious appUca- 
tion of the magnetic fluid dutch is for 
automobiles. The feature 'which 
particularly adapts the new dutch for 
use in cars is its easy controllability, 
which makes it attractive for service 
in automatic transmission systems 
where permanently engaged gear 
trains are clutched in and out for 
non-shift operation. Since the 
amounts of electrical power required 
to control the magnetic fluid dutch 
are small, it is a simple matter to 
interlock the electrical circuits with 


the speed, throtUe setting, imwer 
dcmamls, etc. Its long life and simple 
construction also recommend it for 
this use. 

Other Uses 

However, Kabinow and his as- 
sociates at the Bureau of Standards 
l>eUeve that the main field in which 
the new clutch will find extensive ap- 
plication is in connection with servo 
mechanisms — which can be defined in 
general as instruments that translate 
electronic “inforraatioii” into approp- 
riate changes in purely mechanical 
equipment Such devices are now used 
for power steering of large trucks, 
tanks, steamships and aircraft 
Power brakes utilizing servo mechan- 
iams lire being extensively used in 
heavy duty trucks and in some expen- 
sive paaaengcr automobiles. They 
are also used in printing presses, 
power machinery, for the control of 
radar antennas, gun direction control 
in range finders, and in high-speed 
electronic computers. 

Another field of application is m 
the automatic cantrol of machinery 
w’here servo mechanisms are not in- 
volved, an in drilling and tapping op- 
erations and for overload devices. 

The new dutch has already aroused 
considerable interest on the part of 
government and industrial officials 
who have inspected test models. 
Patent applications for the new in- 
vention have been filed and the in- 
ventor hnn assigned all patent rights 
to the U, S. Government.

IncrcBBing use of electricity may 
result in an addition of 40,000,000 
kilowatts of installed capacity In the 
United States in 10 years and 200*- 
000,000 kilowatts in 30 years* A* C, 
AlonUnth, director of education at the 
Wt?stinghouse, told the Alidwest Power 
Conference at Chieairo.
